13 More Units Named

The 
613th FA Bn, 280mm gun, will 
move from Fort Bragg, N.C., to re- 
place the 59th FA Bn., 280mm gun, 
in Europe. 

Only other battalions involved 
in the gyro move are the 6th TC 
Bn. (Trk) (Army) HHC which will 
replace the 29th Bn. HHC (Trk) 
(Army) now in Europe. 

Three Engineer, three QM, and 
five TC -companies complete the 
list of non-divisional outfits mak- 
ing the March move.

14,239 Army Promotions | 
Approved by 84th Congress 


WASHINGTON, — The 84thja resubmittal of the one uncon-| 
Congress passed on nominations of | firmed nomination held over from | 


14,239 Army officers during its 
two sessions. All were confirmed. 

The nominations included pro- 
motions for Regular officers in 
all grades from first lieutenant 
through major general and tempo- 
rary promotions for all generals 
officer grades. In addition, appoint- 
ments in the Regular Army for 
cadets, distinguished military grad- 
uates and officers specialists — 
physicians,. dentists and other 
professional personnel in the medi- 
cal and legal fields — were passed 
on by the Senate Armed Services 
committee. 

The first session, according to 
the Resume of Congressional Ac- 
tivity of the 84th Congress, pub- 
lished as part of the Daily Digest 
in the Congressional Record, shows 
that 5805 nominations were sub- 
mitted to the Senate and 5408 were 
confirmed. 

In the second session, 8425 nom- 
inations were submitted (including 


| 


the first session), and all were con- | 
firmed. 

By comparison, the Air Forre 
submitted a total of 9811 nomina- 
tions, the Navy 34,896 (of which 
34 remained unconfirmed when 
Congress adjourned), and the Ma- 
rine Corps 16,790. 

Reason for the larger number of 
Navy and Marine Corps nomina- 
tions is that those two services 
have a different promotion pro- 
cedure than do the Army and Air 
Force, which separate their tempo- 
rary and permanent promotions. 
This the Navy and Marine Corps 
do not do.

Of TV Take 
Some Skill 


By WALTER RANZINI 


Evidently some amateurs 
are having trouble photo- 
graphing their favorites on 
TV. They tell us, “I get a beauti- 
ful picture of the set, but nothing 
shows on the screen” and “I get 
fuzzy pictures.” So, we'll try to 
help. 

The usual reason for a blank 
screen is direct light, strong day- 
light or flash bouncing off the 
screen. A flash hitting the screen 
will wash out the picture, the 
same a if .it is used te photo- 
graph a picture on a movie

screen. You may get a picture of | 


the cabinet but the screen will be 
blank. 


FUZZY or distorted pictures are 
a result of using wrong shutter 
speeds, inaccurate shutters, 
camera angle or trying to photo- 
graph fast action. Due to the 
scanning speed of the television 
picture, it is almost impossible to 
get a perfect shot of fast action. 

To do so, you’d have to Be in 
perfect sychronization with the TV 
camera and that’s one chance out 
of thousands. So don’t try for fast 
action pictures. Good shots can be 
made of people talking, singing or 
other entertainment where the 
action is slow. 

Here’s the formula™for taking 
good pictures from the TV screen: 

Have as little as possible in the 
room. Be sure no direct light from 
lamps is reflected in the screen. 

~ * il 

SET the picture brightness a 
little on the contrasty side but 
don’t go to the extreme. There 
should be some tones in the black. 
However, avoid a flat (gray) pic- 
ture. 

Load the camera with fast 
ortho or pan. film. Set the dia- 
phragm ‘at £45 and the shutter 
speed at 1/25th or 1/30th. Don’t 
t#y.to_ shoot faster or slower. If 
you do you'll get half of one pic- 
ture and half of another. This is 
due to the speed of the TV scan, 
ning lines which form the picture. 

Placing the camera is impor- 
tant. Shooting up, down or to the 
side will distort the picture. The 
lens must face the center of the 
screen. 

After focusing or setting the 
distance scale, you are ready to 
shoot. 

If your pictures are still fuzzy 
and you- focused accurately, 
didn’t try fast action shots or move 
the camera, the chances are your 
shutter is not working at 1/25th 
and should be fixed.

12 percent of the member’s basic 

. The accompanying chart 

spells it out for all ranks and 
grades. Widow of an E-6 with over 
eight years service. for example, 
receives $139 per month. 

This compensation goes to 
widows regardless of whether 
there are any children. Children 
are considered provided for un- 
der the social security death 
benefits (see below). 

The indemnity compensation 
pays off to the widow throughout 
her life, unless she remarries. 

In case of dependent children 
(if widow dies or remarries), 
dependency compensation is paid 
to the children. Rates are one child, 
$70 per month; two children, $100 
per month; three children, $130 
per month; and $25 per month for 
each additional child. There are 
other features, i.e., continued pay- 
ments while the children are at- 
tending college, which will be ex- 
plained at length next week. 

Summarizing on this feature: 
the widow with or without chil- 
dren receives the rates in the 
chart. If she remarries the pay- 
ments stop, but at that time: the 
deceased serviceman’s children 
begin collecting the children’s 
dependency allowance—a partic- 
ularly important point, for it can 
be expected that numerous 
widows would remarry. 

Parents dependent on a service- 
man—and this is where bachelors 
may enter the picture under the 
VA compensation — may receive 
sighty higher payments than here- 

tofore, in case of the man’s death. 

Payment is on a sliding scale 
gente on the parents’ income.

The pay-off amounts are 
determined by the “average 
monthly wage” of the service- 
man. Military members hereto- 
fore have received a gratuitous 
wage credit of $160 per month, 
regardless of whether their basic 
pay was greater or lower. 

What has this meant? Simply 
that all widows with children on 
death of the serviceman—regard- 
less of his rank—have received 
the same social security death 
benefits: For example, a widow and 
two minor children are getting 
$128 per month from this source. 
The deceased may have been a 
colonel, sergeant, or any other 
rank—payment has been the same. 

Under the new law, this pay-off 
will increase or decrease as mem- 
bers’ pay are taxed 2% percent 
on up to $4200 of annual ($350 
monthly) basic pay—into the social 
security fund. Amount payable 
depends on how much they pay in, 
and that is determined by the 
amount of a man‘s pay. 

Ifa ’s basic take is more 
than $160 a month, the new bene- 
fits will gradually imcrease as 
compared te the present across- 
the-board rates. An “average 
monthly wage” of $200, for ex- 
ample, will pay a widow with two 
minor children $157.10 per 
month. A widow with one child 
gets $117.80 im the case of the 
$200 wage example (see chart).

without children. 

Numerous persons make less 
than $160 per month; therefore 
they will be taxed at a rate that 
will provide smaller social security 
death payments than are current- 
ly being paid. But over the long 
haul—as the serviceman advances 
and earns more—his wage 


|| will increase. Over a few 


years, 
higher payment protection is built 
up than heretofore. 

Defense figures, for example, 
that benefits payable to the wife 
and two children of an E-5 with 
six years service, if death occurs 
in July of 1957, would be $136 per 
month. 

The 2% percent tax will be ap- 
plied against all basic pay up to 
$350 per month, or $4200 a year. 
This is the law for all persons. 

It can be seen that the person 
who is taxed on $350 will pay 
into the fund considerably more 
than the person making $100, $150,. 
etc. And as these taxes continue 
the person taxed the maximum or 
near maximum amount will in- 
crease his pay off protection to 
the legal limit of $200. 

Details will follow in another 
article. 

Insurance. The s6-called $10,000 
free insurance will be out. This 
means there is no payment ($92.90 
for 10 years) for deaths which

To a land-loc nation like the 
Soviet Union, the capabilities of 
such a mobile air base are pretty 
much unknown quantities. The 
Russian Navy has always been 
more or less under the thumb of 
the Army. 

The concepts of oceanic warfare 
are not included in Russian ex- 
perience, Their idea of a fleet is 
what the late Admiral Mahan call- 
ed the “Fortress Fleet” theory, 
that is, that the fleet exists to de- 
fend a given coastal position or 
area, rather than to seek out ond 
destroy the hostile fleet. 


NOW THERE COMES on the 
scene a form of naval power whose 
offensive capabilities go far be- 
yond any mere attack on an oppos- 
ing Navy, one which, with the nu- 
clear weapons its aircraft can 
carry, can exercise a powerful in- 
fluence on land operations. 

This form of power is in the ex- 


| clusive possession of the Kremlin’s 


opponents. - The Soviet Navy is in 
no condition to offset such a ferce 
by any surface action of its cruis- 
ers and destroyers, which wouldn’t 
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last long under air attack, and the 
Soviet Navy has no aircraft car- 
riers. ; 

Submarines might damage our 
big ships — if they could catch 
up with them. Ne known sub- 
marine can do very much about 
overtaking and attacking ships 
which can cruise at thirty knots 
and more. 

Shore-based aircraft can attack 
our task force — if they can lo- 
cate it, and if. they can break 
through its fighter and missile de- 
fenses. But location of a wide- 
ranging sea force, outside the 
limits of shore-based radar, re- 
quires a considerable organization 
of surface, submarine and _air- 
borne reconnaissance forces 
and the farther these are from 
home shores, the more support 
they require. 

- * * 


GEOGRAPHY is perhaps the se- 
verest limitation on Soviet abiiity 
to operate—whether for fighting 
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or reconnaissance — on or over 
the sea. The Soviet Union has 
four separate sea frontiers: on the 
Baltic Sea, the Black Sea, the Are- 
tie Ocean and the Pacific Ocevn. 

The exits from the Baltic and 
Black Seas are not in Soviet hands. 
Ice and darkness affect operations 
in the Arctic much of the year. 
The Soviet Pacific coast is far 
from its main centers of power, 
so that the amount of naval force 
which can be exercised there is 
subject to the logistic limitations 
imposed by local reserves and a 
long railroad haul. 

Nowhere does tie USSR have 
that direct, unhampered access to 
the world’s oceans which geogra- 
phy has given so plentifully to the 
United States. Thus the existence 
of a mobile force capable of mov- 
ing anywhere on those oceans — 
of using, in effect, some 70 per 
cent of the world’s surface as a 
springboard from which to-launch 





weapons with a reach of 1,500 





miles after take-off — must pro- 
vide some thoughtful moments for 
Soviet planners. : 

The duty of the Soviet fleet, 
said Marshal Zhukov recently, is 
to “insure the security of our 
sea boundaries.” That kind of 
thinking became obsolete the 
day the Forrestal, went into com- 
mission, For she and her like 
can strike across both sea and 
land boundaries with the most 
powerful weapons. known te 

science, strike deep into the 
heart of any country which be- 

comes an enemy of the United 

States. 

And behind the Forrestal and 
Saratoga, new carriers are coming 
along: Ranger, Independence, Kit- 
ty Hawk — and perhaps one that 
will incorporate an atomic-powered 
propelling plant.

Army Sees No Reserve Cut 
‘In USAF Recruiting Move 


WASHINGTON— Army Reserve 
officials expressed little concern 
last week over an announcement 
that the Air Force Reserve will 
begin recruiting youngsters for six 
months of training under the Re- 
serve Forces Act of 1955. 

_Few seemed to think that the 
Air Force’s new program would 
cut appreciably into Army Reserve 
enlistments for the six-month 
training. The Army’s attitude is due 
chiefly to the fact that the Air 
Force will be using the RFA pro- 
gram only on a limited and highly 
selected basis. Air Force expects 
to enlist only 2500 young men be- 
tween ages of 17 and 18% from 





Oct. 1 until a year from then. The 
Army is currently enlisting men 
into its own six-month program at 
a rate of 30,000 a year. 

Until its announcement last week, 
the Air Force had steadfastly re 
sisted the swing to six-month 
trainees, maintaining that it could 
man the Reserve with Air Force 
veterans, 

Now, after having “re-evaluated 
its ability” to.man Reserve units 
with 100 percent prior service men, 
the Air Force has concluded that 
“it has a place for these 17 and 
18-year-olds,” a Pentagon spokes- 
man explained.

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Pentagon Setting Rules for Family Medical Care 


By ED GATES 


“™ . WASHINGTON.—Pentagon officials moving to launch the new dependent medicare 
law on schedule Dec. 8 have presented the basic operating program to the nation’s physi- 
cians and have drafted tentative regulations. 


. 





The regs, now ready for individ- 
ual service inspection and com- 
ment, cover choice of military or 
civilian care, admission procedures, 
precise scope of care, and other 
important items only touched on 
generally in the new law. 

“Semi-private” accommoda- 
tions in a civilian hospital which 
the law authorizes, for examp!e, 
are expected to be intrepreted 
* to mean a two-, three- or four- 

bed room. 

The big innovation in the new 
law is civilian hospital coverage for 
dependents. A major change aw 
thorized for military hospital care, 
the so-called “nuisance charge” for 
outpatient calls, probably will not 
be laid on, officials said. Thus, 
free military outpatient care con- 
tinues. 

* x * 

TO OPERATE the revolutionary 
new medicare program effectively, 
the services must depend on sup- 
port of the nation’s physicians, De- 
fense told the American Medical 
Association Convention in Chicago. 

Nayy Capt. J. V. Noel, Jr., rep- 
resenting the Defense Department, 
addressed physicians representing 
all state medical societies. They in 
turn have returned to their areas 
to pass Defense plans to the grass 
roots, for the program envisions 
treatment of military families at 
hospitals in cities and towns 
throughout the country. 

The state medical groups are 
slated to report home area re- 
action soon. Officials said there 
was a “general feeling of sup- 
port and sympathy” for the pro- 
gram by the Chicago delegates. 

Defense’s basic medicare pro- 
gram, as explained to the AMA 
convention, contains these key- 
stones: 

1. Dependents’ using civilian 
facilities should get care “‘compar- 
able” to that in military hospitals. 
This rules out the possibility of re- 
quiring dependents to pay more 
than is required by the law ($25, 
or $1.75 per day, whichever is 
greater, for each period of con- 
finement). 

2. The basic regulations, on 
which the plan will operate, de- 
fine benefits somewhat conserva- 
tively, because the venture is en- 
tirely new and could be unduly ex- 
pensive otherwise. 

3. Fee schedules would be set 
by the physicians themselves, on a 
state or local basis. They could be 
changed each year. 

4. A contracting agency, such as 
Blue Shield or Blue Cross, or a 
commercial insurance company, 
would be the go-between for doc- 
tors, civilian hospitals and the 
Pentagon, This agency, not yet se- 
lected, will pay the physicians’ and 
hospital bills; check out disputes 
which may arise, submit composite 
bills to the government, compile 
statistics needed for the annual De- 
fense report to Congress, etc. 

Defense said it will not select 
the contracting agency until the 
wishes of the civilian doctors 
themselves“ are expressed. 

Capt. Noel told the Chicago 
convention that the government 
will not increase military medical 
personnel or facilities. Instead, he 
foresees a reduction of heavy in- 
patient loads from military to near- 
by civilian hospitals. This would 
be particularly true in obstetrical 
cases, he said, 

» * * 

IN OB CASES where wives re- 
side with their husbands, plan is 
to have. them receive care at the 
nearby military hospital. If the 
hospital commander determines 
the load is too heavy, the patient 
goes to a civilian facility. 

The general rule for dependents 
not living with the service sponsor 


is free choice between military and 
civilian hospitals.- Much will de- 
pend on distance the family lives 
from the military hospital. 

In short, the regs will say that 
all wives and children of active 
duty personnel will get automa- 
tic coverage in civilian hospitals.

later. For example, this could in- 
clude surgery performed in a doc- 
tor’s office and X-rays or lab tests 
taken in clinics. 

Care in civilian hospitals in- 
cludes “semi-private” room up to 
365 days for each admission, in- 
cluding “services” and _ surgical 
care, complete obstetrical and ma- 
ternity service (including prenatal 
end postnatal care) and diagnostic 
ests (including lap and X-ray ex- 
ams). 

The “services,” however, do not 
include special-duty nurse. Private- 
duty nursing in the hospital prob- 


ably will be paid, in part at least, 
by the patient.

OTHER EXTRAS a patient in a 
civilian hospital can expect to pay 
for include the following situations: 

® Payment of doctor fees for 
home and office care received prior 
to hospitalization for medical and 
surgical conditions. 

® Fees for prenatal visits or 
postpartum visits to a medic other 
than the one making the delivery. 

@ When part of the hospital 
confinement: has been in a private 
‘room. 

@ In OB cases where the mother 
is discharged and.the infant re- 
quires continued hospitalization, 
however further care is granted at 
no extra fee (other than the $1.75 





per diem rate). 
OTHER POLICIES expected to 


be approved as part of the medi- 
care plan include the following: 

® Special forms which identify 
dependents as authorized for medi- 
care. é 

© Civilian “hospitals” will be 
specifically defined. For example; 
rest homes, nursing homes, and 
convalescent homes, are not facili- 
ties for the purpose of dependent 
care under the law. 

® Outside the states where mili- 
tary medical facilities are inade- 
quate, civilian care is okayed and 
will be provided.

Every vear government agencies 
receive thousands of letters from 
_spare-time prospectors who have 
boned up on the subject but dé 
not know where to prospect, 
where tc get started. They usually 
want to know whether the govern- | 
ment will permit them to prospect 


on the public domain. 

The answer is yes—there are 
millions of acres of public do- 
main on which any citizen is 
absolutely free to prospect. In- 
deed, these lands are just about 
the only place left where the 
Prospector with little or no 
grubstake can freely dig in with- 
out worrying about negotiating 
advance agreements. 

Wherever there is public land, 
except in a few places, such as 
mational parks, national 
ments and Indian reservations, 
you can prospect for almost any- 
thing that is defined as a min- 
eral, including sand and gravel! 

If yon are fortunate enough to 
make « discovery on the public 
domain, you can easily stake a 
claim to the land and get to own 
the claimed land outright. Many 
have criticized our general’ mining 
laws for being much too liberal, 
for. making it possible to stake 
claims ‘hat are not utilized so 
much fcr the taking of mineral 
wealth from the land as-for ac- 


quiring possession of highly de. | 


sirable tund, even in national for- 
ests. A phony claim is~ nothing 
more than outright squatting. 

Fradulent claims have been 
rampant for years, particularly m 
certain sections of California. 
Washingicn and Oregon, partly 
because the BLM has only a hand 
ful of field officers who have to 
travel thousands of miles every 
year to check up on claims.

THERE ARE two groups of laws 
which affect the hunt for valuable 
minerals. the mineral leasing laws 
and the general mining laws. The 
former refer to certain reserved 
minerals, including coal, oil, gas. 
oil shale sodium, phosphate, pot- 
ash and in Louisiana and New 
Mexico, sulphur. To prospect for 
any of these, a permit or lease 
is required, and if you make a dis 
covery you cannot claim the land, 
although under a lease you may 
mine and remove the minerals, 
usually on a system of fixed royal- 
ties which you must pay to the

ONCE you have made your loca- 
tion you have acquired “possessory 
|rights.” Even if you never record 
| it, the land is as good as yours; 
;you may lease it, sell it or mort- 
| gage it. It may be taxed and in- 
| herited. 

Though you may do little or 
nothing towards determining the 
real value of the location, as a claim 
it may have tremendous value 
merely because it is located not 
far from other claims known to be 
valuable. In other words, you may

In order to prevent anyone from 
jumping your claim the Federal 
law requires that at least one hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of work 
must be performed on the land 
each year. This work may be in 
the form of actual labor expended 
by you or persons hired to work for 
you, or may be in the form of 
improvements put upon the land 
for purposes of extracting the valu- 
able minerals. 

To make absolutely certain that 
the location is permanently yours, 
you can apply fora deed to the 
land, which the Federal govern- 
ment caiss a patent. You are eligi- 
ble to do this if you can prove that 
you have expended at least $500 in 
labor or improvements on the land. 

You file an application for a min- 
eral survey with the BLM land-of- 
fice manager covering the area in 
which your claim is located. There 
is a $10 filing fee, and a cash de- 
posit sufficient to cover the cost of 
making the survey and other offi-

Federal government.

THE NATIONAL PARKS and 
national forests of the United 
States are administered primarily 
for the benefit of all the people. 
In nearly every case, provision 
must be made for certain services, 
whether a restaurant, a ski tow, a 
hotel, a chain of cabins or a beat- 
ing and fishing concession. These 
concessions are generally consid- 
ered to be highly desirable and. 
profitabie locations, since competi- 
tion within the area is limited or 
nonexistent. 

Prospeetive concessioners must 
be ampiy financed and must shew 
ability to conduct their businesses 
in a proper and economical man- 
ner. Concessioners must. often con- 
tinue to operate their businesses 
at certain fixed .standards,. even 
if this means taking a partial less. 

In some cases, the government 
creates the idea or need for a 
concession and gets concessioners 
by public advertising. In other 
cases, anvone with an idea for a 
new type of concession in a’ given 
recreational area may be given an 
opportunity to create such a con- 
cession.

WASHINGTON. — America’s 
combat soldier and the Surgeon 
General of the Army are making 
history this summer in their com- 
bined efforts to work out a new 
concept of saving lives during war- 
time attacks that bring -mass 
casualties. 

Under the guidance of carefully 
trained teams of Army Medical 
Service officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the three top grades, to- 
day’s soldier for the first time is 
getting extensive indoctrination in 
the basic medical essentials for 
saving his own life and that of his 
fellow soldier in mass destruction 
warfare. 

More than a year ago the Army 
Medical Service began establish- 
ing standards of proficiency to be 
reached by non-medical soldjers 
that would enable them to assist 
the injured and save their own 
lives when faced with overwhelm- 
ing casualties. 

Recognizing that recent changes 


nuclear arms had made necessary 
an increase in the amount of self- 
aid and first aid being taught the 
average soldier, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral suggested such indoctrination 
be given by Army Medical Service 
personnel stationed at each training 
center. This group would be made 
up of persons skilled in the subject 
matter to be taught and in the 
techniques of projecting medical 
instruction.

A CLASS OF 10 officers and 30 
enlisted men, selected for their

— Any serv- 
iceman with an eye for ‘scenery, 
an ear for quaint names and a 

en to get away from it all can 

ve a field day in Pennsylvania 
State Forests, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

For one reason or another most 
State Forest roads do not appear 
on all conventional highway maps. 
Admittedly, some roads are only 
seasonal, maintained only in sum- 
mer and fall, but all of them are 
passable and most are improved 
by a gravel surface. For the ven- 
turesome scenery hunter they of- 
fer the full limit of breathtaking 
views and unexpected pleasures in 
Pennsylvania, 

A random review of names sug- 
gests some of the locales. Strong 
Mountain and Shade Valley; Sink- 
ing Spring and Licking Creek; 
Fisher Fire; Painter’s Run; Spoor 
Hollow and Old Forge are some 
of the forest road names. Others 
are quite specific as to the attrac- 
tion, such as Hukleberry Row 
Trail, Laurel Run Drive, Buck 
Ridge Road and Bear Valley Road. 
And, of course, there are the un- 
likely sights along Purple Horse 
Drive and Yellow Dog Road, and 
the usual frighteners of Hidden 
Mine and Dead Man’s Trail. 

Pennsylvania’s northern tier 
counties have some of the’ largest 
tracts of forest land, although the 
Commonwealth is_ still Penn's 
Woods.

mess facilities. 

Although ice cream is non-ex- 
istent on their menu, Israeli sol- 
diers.enjoy plenty of watermelons, 
oranges and other fresh fruit ac- 
cording to season, says Yuval. They 
are fed meat three times a week, 
with fish, eggs and potatoes as other 
main ingredients. As compared to 
our 3400 calories, Israeli diet con- 
sists of between 3200 to 4000 cal- 
ories per day.

DIRECTED BY Maj. Harold End- 
ler, of the XVIII Airborne Corps 
Surgeons Office, examination fa- 
cilities were established on the 
parade ground of the 325th AIR.

“At the peak of examinations, 
we were able to complete about 100 
cadets each hour,” says Capt. Mar- 
vin E. Nation, training officer for 
the hospital. “Taking the examina- 
tions to the troops rather than 
bringing the troops to the exam- 
ination center’ saves time and 
money.” 

“In addition to supplying the 
ROTC camp with a complete phys- 
ical examination center, our men 
were able to complete a valuable 
in-the-field training exercise.”

At statiom10, 
heart, lungs and general physical 
were examined. 
After completing the final ex- 
amination, cadets reported to Lt. 
Col, Melvin Rackloff, chief medi- 
cal examiner for the ROTC Camp, 
or another medical officer for a 
final review of their medical re- 
port. For most cadets, the 60 min- 
utes or more of physical examina- 
tion was over at that point. 
Those with previous injuries, 
however, from athletics or other 
causes received further medical 
consultation. For special X-rays 
a field darkroom was set up; a 
completely rubberized portable 
darkroom which enabled men to 
immediately develop the X-rays for 
use in consultation.

Hot Weather Training Plan 
At Chaffee Ends Heat Deaths 


FORT CHAFFEE, Ark.—Despite 
Arkansas’ hot, muggy weather and 
long stretches of near 100 or above 
temperatures, the Army field ar- 
tillery training center at Fort Chaf- 
fee has trained some 150,000 troops 
in the last five years without a 
single fatality attributable to heat. 

Chaffee’s last heat death was re- 
corded in the early summer of 
1951. 

The post’s outstanding record is 
no accident, but the result of a 
thoughtfully devised, constantly 
improving and carefully adminis- 
tered training schedule. 

There are many facets to Chaf- 
fee’s hot-weather program. One 
phase calls for all activities re- 
quiring strenuous physical. exer- 
tion—PT, dismounted drill, ete — 
to be held in the early. morning. 
By a.m., when the sun begins its 
daily burn, troops are generally 
indoors attending classes or in 
shaded outdoor areas. Outdoor 


areas, where shade is not available, 
are not used during the summer. 


ANOTHER INNOVATION | is the 
“shower break” at mid-morning. 
Troops are recalled from the train- 
ing activities anid allowed to show- 
er and change fatigues after work- 
ing up:a sweat on physical train- 
ing, confidence courses or similar 
“stimulating” activities. 

Whenever troops are, moved 
more than-three miles, they go in 
trucks. Soldiers in their first five 
weeks of -basic training are not 
marched more than one mile or 
longer than 15 minutes during the 
period from noon to 6 p.m. 

New bivouac areas have been 
established adjacent to the post’s 
KD ranges, thus eliminating daily 
marches of several miles to and 
from the ranges for trainees in 
their fourth or M-1 oS tees 
week of training. These areas have

SPECIAL hot-weather rules ap- 
ply in the field, too. Trainees are 
permitted to ground their packs 
whenever possible. During the 
peak hot-weather hours, five huge 
water trueks tour the ranges. 

When the water trucks arrive 
it’s “break-time” in the training 
areas and each man is wetted down 
by an improvised shower. The re- 
storation of energy and attentive- 
ness is marked. Each of the trucks

Troops are also given salt tab- 
lets and mess hall menus call for 
inereased amounts of liquids, par- 
ticularly fruit juices, daily.

duty with the Reserve. However, 
the Military Districts are not get- 
ting the best personnel. Officers 
ready for retirement are still be- 
ing assigned to Reserve duty sta- 
tions in the area in which they wish 
to settle after retirement. 

The value of these officers to 
the Reserve training is just non- 
existent. I have just returned from 
an extended “grass root” visit to 
California and elsewhere, and thi¥ 
subject remains the biggest source 
of gripes*from the Reservists.

Service for 14,000 men for Sep- 
tember, 1000 more than the quotas 
for July and for August. Next 
month’s call is the largest since 
January 1955 when the quota was 
23,000. 

Worried most over rumors of 
cuts are the Reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty. Any reduction in the 
size of the Army will include a re- 
duction in the number of Reserve 
officers on active .duty. e 


Discharges Tightened 


LOOPHOLES which enable 
scientific and professional men to 
get a discharge, then turn around 
and go back to work at the same 
job with higher- civilian pay, have 
been plugged by new Army regula- 
tions. 

The revised regulation allows 
discharge for “convenience of the 





government” in cases involving 
the national interest, or health, and 
safety. 

Key to the change is C2 to AR 
625-205. This states that an appli- 
cant for discharge under this sec- 
tion cannot be assigned to a criti- 
cal MOS using his civilian skill or 
to another critica]. MOS unless 
there is a qualified replacement 
available. 

Most of these cases which apply 
both to enlisted men and officers, 
especially doctors, are referred to 
local draft boards for a ruling as 
to whether there has been such a 
change in the local situation as to 


make the discharge or release 
necessary.

THE SPARKMAN - HUDDLES-

9 German Raiders 
Sank 130 Ships 


THE SECRET RAIDERS, The 

Story of the German Merchant 
Raiders in the Second World War, 
by David Woodward.

Between 1940 and 1943 there 
were at sea nine German armed 
merchant raiders (converted 
freighters), and between them they 
sank more than 130 Allied or neu- 
tral merchant vessels, totalling over 
850,000 tons. This was nearly three 
times the total tonnage of mer- 
chant shipping sunk by the Ger- 
man surface warships whose names 
are so well known—Scharnhorst, 
Gneisenau, Admiral Graf Spee and 
the others. Altogether, the surface 
raiders sank as many ships as did 
the mines laid by the German navy 
and air force. 

Most famous of these raiders was 
the Atlantis, a 7860-ton diesel-pow- 
ered freighter which began her life 
as the Hansa liner Goldenfels. Her 
skipper was the fabulous Bernhard 
Rogge, as famous in his day as 
Count Felix von Luckner of the 
World War I raider Seeadler. 

Capt. Rogge kept the Atlantis at 
sea for 622 days, steamed 102,000 
miles and sank or captured 25 
ships. 

His ship was ideally suited for 
her purpose.

FORT SLOCUM, N, Y.—A 
58-year-old Spanish-American 
War edition of the New York 
Journal was found recently in 
the wall of an Army Informa- 
tion School classroom here. 


With the paper were fragments 
of a letter written by a troubled 
soldier to his unit commander. The 
man hed requested a 15-day emer- 
gency furlough to visit his seriously 
ill mother. The letter was dated 
Aug. 2, 1898. 

Displayed prominently in the 
newspaper, dated July 2, 1898—a 
forerunner of today’s New York 
Journal-American—was a sketch of 
the “dynamite gun” used by the 
Rough Riders in Cuba. 

The gun fired a two-foot long 
projectile charged with three 
pounds of nitro-glycerine, which 
had an effective range up to two 
miles. An accompanying article 
warned that the shell “will kill 
every person within 300 feet.” 

The relic was discovered by Fort 

Slocum personnel during the al- 
teration of a classroom. It will be 
framed and displayed in the wai | 
Information School library. Al- 
though yellowed, brittle and 
marred by jagged holes, the paper 
was readable after a layer of dirt 
had been removed.

ABERDEEN PROV. GROUND, 
Md., — Probably no one can ap- 
preciate the problems of a Hong 
Kong hotel clerk any more than 
Lt. Robert B. Burke, Aberdeen 
Proving Ground’s housing and bil- 
leting officer.

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Steel Hike Means 
Higher Prices

HEN the Steel shortage was reflected in price boosts that 
got clear down to nails and screws and spikes, Wash- 


ington prepared to get down to 
brass tacks on the Inflation prob- 
lem. Even the financial experts 
who were crowing loudest over the 
expected switch from an antici- 
pated lean third quarter to a new 
burst of prosperity. had to agree 
with the President that the steel 
wage boost might mean a danger 
sign. 

But few were depressed over 
Eisenhower’s observation that there 
was nothing the Government can 
do about it at this time. He felt 
it remained to be seen how much 
of the increase in its payrolls, in- 
dustry could absorb in earnings 
and slepped-up per-man output pro- 
duced by modern machinery and 
automation. 

The Federal Reserve Board, 
which handles the credit brakes is 
not, as is frequently pointed out 
and likewise frequently demon- 
strated by political critics, techni- 
cally at least, a tool of any Ad- 
ministration and usually tries te 
observe the economic scene with 
a cold and non-political eye. 

Even before the President’s re- 
marks in an answer fo a question 
at last week’s press conference, 
financial experts were predicting, 
as the Goldsmith Washington Serv- 
ice put it, that the easier reserve 
position “that was allowed-to de 
velop in June and July will end 
soon.”

New A-Ration Cost System 
May Mean Improved Chow 


WASHINGTON —T he Army is 
nowt to adopt a new way of fig- 
uring the cost of the Class A ra- 
tion, which should improve the 
quality of meals served in mess 
halls wherever this ration is used. 

In addition, more milk is likely 
to become available under a di- 
rective to be issued which will per- 
mit men to drink all they want, in- 
stead of limiting them to so many 
pints. 

The new Class A ration cost, 
system is being adopted as an 
“interim” measure, until -a new 
uniform ration law, applying to all 
the services, can be adopted. 

The new system was worked out 


jointly by the Army and Air Force. 
With less red tape — coordinating 
and staffing of papers—in the Air 
Force, that service has already 
issued its directive on the new 
system. Office of the Army Quarter- 
master General expects final staff- 
ing steps to be completed soon. 

The system bases cost of the 
ration on items in the master menu 
as they would be bought locally in- 
stead of on the price of 39 “basic 
items” which have made up the 
cost basis in the past.

(Here are some tmportant facts 


on voting for servicemen and their 
families. For more detailed infor- 
mation on the voting requirements 
by states, members are urged to 
contact their local voting officers.) 


August is “application for ab- 
sentee ballot month” in the.sery- 
ices’ timetable of voting assistance. 
With less than three months re- 
maining before the Nov. 6 general 
elections, a few states have already 
passed the deadline for registra- 
tions and are gearing for ballot 
applications. Some others still ac- 
cept registration applications, some 
require none of servicemen and 
some automatically register an ab- 
sent ballot applicant. 

If members have followed the 
services’ plan for establishing 
eligibility to. vote, most will either 
have registered or found they are 
not required to. Most should be 
ready now for the next step, bal- 
lot application itself. 

The post card application (Stand- 
ard Form 76) is happily accepted 
from military members in. practi- 
cally all states. New Mexico which 
is the main holdout, has no ab- 
sentee voting provisions for any- 
body, hence the card is’ useless 
there. Texas accepts it but it must 
be accompanied by a receipt show- 
ping payment of poll tax. All of the 
other states will accept the card 
from military members. 


DEPENDENTS may use the same 
card in about half the states. It is 
acceptable for dependent ‘applica- 
tion in Ala., Calif., Colo., Conn., 
Fla., Idaho, Iowa, Kans., La., Me., 
Mass., Minn,, Miss., Neb., . Nev.,
